CORPORATE CITIES AND TOWNS.

AN ACT to make valid the proceedings of the corporate authori-
ties of cities and towns, the acts of officers thereof, and the levy
_of taxes therein.

Seotion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly
of the State of Towa, That in all cities and towns in- Proceedings
corporated prior to the taking effect of an Act passed made valid.
at the seventh session of the General Assembly of the
State of Iowa, entitled “an Act for the incorporation of
cities and towns,” the proceedings of the corporate au-
thorities, the acts of the officers t%wreof, and the levy of
taxes therein, (except such as were levied for payment
of indebtedness created to aid in the building of rail-
roads,” since the taking effect thereof, are hereby made
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legal and valid in every respect, and for all purposes;
Frovided, That such proceedings, acts, and levy, were
permitted or authorized by any special charters, or other
previously existing laws, and were in violation of no
other law than the Act above recited.

Sec. 2. This Act being deemed by the General As-
gembly of the State of Iowa of immediate importance,
shall take effect and be in force from and after its pub-
lication in the State Register and Iowa Homestead,
newspapers published in Des Moines.

CHAPTER 51,
APPRAISMENT OF PROPERTY.
AN-ACT to amend sections 3362 and 3863 of the Revision of 1860.

SecrioN 1. * Be it enacted by the General Assemdly
of the State of lowa, That section 3362 of the Revision
of 1860, be so amended as to read as follows:

Section 3362. For the purpose of ascertaining the
value of property to be sold under execation, two disin-
terested householders of the neighborhood shall be se-
lected as appraisers, one of whom shall be chosen by .
the execution debtor, his agent or attorney, or in case
of the absence from the county of the execution debtor,
his agent and attorney, by the officer issuing the writ
if he resides in the county where the same is to be ex-
ecuted, or if not there, by the Clerk of the District
Court of said county, and the other by the owner of the
judgment, his agent or Attorney, orin the absence from
the county of such owner, his agent and attorney, by
the officer executing the writ, and said appraisers shafl
forthwith proceed to value such property according to
Valuation.  its fair value at the time ; and in case of their disagree-

ment as to such value, they shall choose another disin-
terested householder of the neighborhood, and with his
assistance they shall complete such valuation, the valua-
tion to be sworn to by the appraisers.
